Two bills are proposed — one by ^nator Dodd 
of Connecticut which would restrict the mail 
order gun business and cstiiblish prohibitive 
licensing and - selling procedures for dealers. 

Another, by Representative Casey of New 
York, would impose more severe penalties to 
those proven guilty of using firearms in com- 
mission of a criminal act. 

Rep. George Hansen of Idaho has correctly 
assessed the Dodd hill as overreachiiig, and 
thinks the Casey bIH -is-more-reali.stic. 

In our opinion, neither is realistic. The In- 
lent of the bill to eirmmate sale of firearms 
to juveniles. Tir criminals will not ne realized 
with either hill. The federal firearms acts of 
19.14 and 19.VS are outstanding examples pf 
failure to control the gun traffic to criminals. 
If either the Dodd or Casey hill were approved, 
criminals would still get the guns. It would be 
just more of a game in getting them.
